The amendment will not be entered because the limitations "wherein the constant 
current electrical pulse is maintained under a threshold to allow a user to reduce cell 
heating and create less cell death" require further search and consideration. Also, it is 
unclear what are the metes and bounds of "corresponding to SEQ ID NO:1", or 
"corresponds to SEQ ID NO:6", because it is unclear what sequences are considered to 
"correspond" and what sequences are not.

After further consideration, the rejection of claims 1-4, 7-9, 11, 15-20, 2, 23, 26-28, 30, 
34-45, 47, 48, and 52-57 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph for lack of adequate written 
description of the genus of synthetic muscle specific promoters is withdrawn. A search 
of the prior art indicates that a variety of muscle specific promoters comprising known 
enhancers and transcription factor binding sites, in addition to the MEF-1, MEF-2, TEF- 
1, and alpha actin SRF sites disclosed in the specification) as well as appropriate 
spacing between these elements, was known prior to the date the invention was filed. 
Accordingly, one of skill in the art at the time of the invention would have believed that 
Applicant was aware of these enhancers and binding sites and knew how to assemble 
them to make synthetic promoters. Thus Applicant was in possession of the genus of 
synthetic muscle specific promoters at the time the invention was filed 
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Item 11. 

Applicant's arguments regarding the Simon reference are unpersuasive because they 
are based on an amendment that was not entered.
